A CASE OF YELLOW FEVER. 


Dread Disease Appeurs in Franklin, 
La., and Quarantine Follows.

NEW ORLEANS, La., Aug. 13.—The 
State Board of Health has received infor- 
mation of the death from yellow fever of 
John Hobson at Franklin, La. Hobson 
had been sick seven days, and his c&se was 
diagnosed by local physicians as meningitis. 
He died Thursday, and an autopsy yester- 
oer showed the death to be due to yellow 
ever. 

The’ Louisiana State Board of Health at 
once declared querantine against Franklin, 
and so did all the neighboring towns. The 
people of the neighborhood placed pickets 
around Franklin. The State Board of 
Health has the names of those recently ar- 
rived in this city from Franklin, and as 
many a8 possible were sent North last 
night. 


AUSTIN, Tex., Aug. 13.—State Health 
Officer W. F. Blount has gone to Franklin, 
La., to investigate. He has issued orders 
for all trains coming into Texas to pass 
through Franklin without stopping. If he 
finds that the situation warrants he will 
quarantine against Louisiana in Texas. 


TAMPA, Fla., Aug. 13.—Dr. A. H. Glen- 
nan. the representative of the Marine Hos- 
pital service, and Dr. J. A. Porter, Florida’s 
State health officer, have returned from 
Miami, where they were summoned several 
days ago by suspicious cases of fever which 
had developed there. The cases, however, 
were proven not to be yellow fever.

CUBAN DEBT A WORRY.

Spanish Government Will Try to Es- 
cape at Least Part of It.

MADRID, Aug. 12.—When the names of 
the American peace commission are an- 
nounced Spain will appoint hers. Senor 
Moret, unfortunately, will not be one of 
them, because of the violent antagonism to 
him from the opposition and the jingo press 
and people. They cannot forget or forgive 
the foresight he displayed when Colonial 
Minister in his home rule policy for the 
West Indies and the Philippines, and in his 
strenuously objecting to going to war with 
the United Btates. The Spaniards w!lll 
make a last effort to avoid paying the so- 
called Cuban debt, They admit that they 
cannot in any case ask the United &pates 
to assume the debt or even to guarantee 
its payment. But they will argue that some 
part of the debt—at least the bonds issued 
before the insurrection which began in 
February, 1895, the proceeds of which were 
appropriated for public works in Cuba— 
ought to be charged to the new Cuban 
commonwealth, 

The amount expended upon such public 
works would be only a very small propor- 
tion of the $155,000,000 of debt which Cuba 
was pledged as security for prior to 1895. 
The debt question has not been discussed 
in the negotiations hitherto, because the 
Madrid Government had no chance to do 
it. President McKinley’e term and time 
limit for the protocol would not admit of 
introducing the subject. 

In order to come within the American 
limit the Spanish Government had to ask 
the French Government to allow M. 
Cambon to act as a plenipotentiary for 
Spain to sign the protocol immediately at 
Washington and had to cable to him full 

ithority to do so. 
ef the French Government had declined 
to grant the request there were but two 
other things for Spain to do, either to in- 
struct the Spanish Ambassador at Paris, 
Senor Leon y Castillo, to sign the Iinetru- 
ment with the American Ambassador 
there. Gen. Porter, or to cable the Spanish 
Alinister to Mexico, the Marquis RBendana, 
to go to Washington to #ign it with the 
American Secretary of State. The more ex- 
peditious course of the two, the latter, 
would have occasioned a delay of four 


days.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.~—With simplicity 
in keeping with republican institutions, the 
war which has raged between Spain and the 
United States for a period of three months 
and 22 days was quietly terminated, when 
Secretary Day, for the United States, and

At the appointed hour a driving rain 
storm prevailed, obliging all the parties to 
resort to carriages for transportation to the 
White House.

Louis. Four hundred cities in the United 
States have already adopted it; and the 
officials report a decrease of from 75 to SU 
per cent in commitments of boys and _ girls 
to station houses and reform schools. There 
is no political or denominational feature in 
this work, but one entirely for the better- 
ment of humankind. The curfew was in 
vogue in France and Spain 1200 years ago. 
It was then a signal be!l compelling all in- 
habitants, old and young, to be within 
doors after nightfall and to extinguish all 
lights. This was done by monarchs to pre- 
vent gatherings and plottings against the 
government, We give the expression in 
our time a different interpretation, simply 
compelling youths under 15 years of age in 
cities, towns and villages to be off the 
streets and at home after & o’clock in the 
winter and 9 o'clock in the summer. Eighty 
er cent of the voters in every town that 
as adopted the measure approve it. Sev- 
enty-five per cent of the parents of our 
country exercise home ruie and control 
their children. Twenty-five per cent do not. 

“We do not claim that the curfew will 
lessen the police force at present, but the 
effect of keeping young boys off the streets 
until their characters are almost formed 
will lessen the crime in future years. There 
is everything in favor of the curfew and 
nothing against .it. When children are 
caught on the streets after the curfew 
hour they are taken home. Children ac- 
companied by parents or grown persons, or 
upon important errands, are not to be mo- 
lested.”’

TO KEEP 125,000 UNDER ARMS. 


War Department in No Hurry About 
Disbandment of Volunteers. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—Thus far the 
question of disbandment of the volunteer 
army has not been given serious considera- 
tion by the War Department officials. <A 
considerable force will necessarily have to 
be maintained for several months, perhaps 
a year. In the opinion of the Department 
officials this force will be about 125.000 men. 
It will be kept in Cuba, Porto Rico and the 
Philippines principally, although a few 
troops will be stationed among the various 
forts In this country. 

How the army will be disbanded has not 
been determined. It is likely that the vol- 
unteer troops now in Porto Rico, or, rather, 
fo many of them as may not needed 
there, will be brought back to the United 
States and then furloughed from the camps 
of mobilization pending their actual dis- 
charge from the service of the United 
States. It is probable that this.method of 
disbanding the army will’ be followed in the 
case of all the volunteer troops, 

At present it seems unlike that the 
Strength of the United States forces will 
be materially weakened pending the result 
of the labors of the peace commission. Or- 


pines, and it is said at the War Depart- 
ment.that these orders will not be revoked 
on account of the suspension of hogtilities. 
At present, however, no troops additional to 
those now. under orders to the Philippines 
will be sen to Gen. Merritt. It is expected 
that the expedition will leave San Fran- 
cisco for Manila next Sunday or Monday.

WASHINGTON, Aug: 13.—Although 
the war with Spain lasted only 114 
days, it is estimated that it has cost 
the government, so far, $150,000,000, of 
which $98,000,000 has been actually paid 
out of the treasury. 

Beginning with March 1, when the 
first increases in the expenditures in 
anticipation of war became apparent 
in the daily expenditures of the treas- 
ury, the actual disbursements of this 
account have been approximately as 
follows: 

March—Army, $600,000; navy, $2,400,-

NEWS OF BATTLE DOUBTED 


Navy Department Has Sought to Pre- 
vent a Fight at Manzanillo. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—Acting Secre- 
tary Allen of the Navy Department has re- 
ceived a dispatch notifying him that a na- 
val force sent by Admiral Sampson ap- 
neared in the harbor of Manzanillo and de- 
manded its surrender.

The. steamer 
Morgan carriéd #00 pounds of dynamite and 
2,000,000 rounds of ammunition. 

“In going through the Windward Passage 
we encountered a heavy sea storm. The 
ship rocked so that we had to tie the med- 
icine chests to the floor to keep the bottles 
from breaking. Two-thirds of the men 
were deathly sick, but, thank the Lord, I 
have not been sick and am feeling better 
to-day than I ever did.” 

When the war is over and young Rassen- 
bere returns he will bring many an inter- 
esting relic. for he writes his parents that 
he is making snap shot pictures of every 
interesting scene, besides gathering other 
things that will long be of interest to 
Americans. It is evident from his letter 
that he is making an intelligent study of 
war, and his only regret when he wrote 
Was that he had not been permitted 
shoot some of the “barbarians,” as 
terms the Spaniards.

One of the best letters written from the 
seat of war comes from A, C. Pirtle, who 
Was in the fight at Santiago, to his cousin, 
Kk. Fy Jennings, of this city. It abounds In 
graphic details and forcibly portrays the 
horror, as well as the glory of war. 

The letter is dated Santiago, July 28. Ex- 
tracts follow: 

You can have no idea of the feclings that run 
through a man when the Spaniards are shooting at 
him. If anyledy tells rou that a Spaniard can't 


shoot you just tel! him that he is either a Har or 
doesn't know what he is talking about. I think 
they a good marksmen. They had sharpshboot- 
ers secfeted tn trees and everywhere, shooting eur 
men down like hogs. We conld not see them @nd 
that is where they had the advantage. But rictory 
is ours anyway. 
Pirtle tells a thrilling story of the death 
of the young St. Louisan Lewis 

Lewis and I were sitting on the hill just behind 
our trenches after the second day's fight, talking 
of war and its resuits. He was eating hard tack. 
discussing Spanianis from a patriotic American 
standpoint and referring incidentally to his old 
home, when along came a Spanish shell and ex- 
ploded right over our heads. A piece of the shell 
struck Lewis in the back of the head, killing bim 
ba a remarkable escape and my 
bounded right up into my mouth. Lewis, 
we buried within 20 feet of where he 
was killed. ‘This is only one example of how the 
brave Americans—many of them Missourians, tou— 
are dring for thelr countrr. 

Speaking of narrow escapes, on another occasion 
I was lying on the ground alongside of a comradq 
when a bullet whistled between our heads, missing 
both of us by less than two inches, for we were 
very close together. It struck the ground right in 
front of us and kicked so much dirt in our eres 
that we couldn't see for several minutes. These 
things are happening every day and not everybody 
is eo lucky as I have been. I will consider mreaelf 
exceedingly fortunate if I get off this island alive. 

Pirile says there is a vast amount of sick- 
ness among American soldiers and that an 
average of one a day dies in his company.

With the signing of the preliminary treaty of peace the war 
is virtually closed 4 

In all respects Americans have reason to be satisfied. The 
war was undertaken from the purest motives, in which there 
was no mixture of selfish interest. We answered the cry of 
the oppressed anl with no thought of profit to ourselves set 
about the duty imposed upon us. It was a war for humanity, 
to set free a people enslaved, to expel the last remnant of 
tyranny from the American Continent and to set up a gov- 
ernment of ordered liberty in Cuba. 

The conduct of the war has been such as to satisfy the most 
ardent patriot. The navy is a perfect fighting machine not 
surpassed by any of the European fleets. The officers and men 
lacked nothing in training, intelligence and courage. The 
patient discipline of twenty years bore fruit in the magnifi- 
cent victories of Dewey and Schley, the glory of which is 
shared by every man engaged, for every man, from Admiral 
down, did his duty with a clock-like precision which startled 
the experts of Europe. 

The land fightjng was a surprige to foreign critic and Amer- 
ican patriot as well. “Steadiness and individual initiative’— 
these were the two characteristics of the soldier. They are 
at the base of American character in peace and war. They 
constitute the foundation of his power and the guarantee of 
its perpetuity. The “raw levies” which used to be the object 
of ridicule were fully equal to the task set them. The Amer- 
ican citizen can turn himself tnto a soldier on short notice.

The Sailors Are Reputed Brave and All 
Brutality Is Charged to 
Passengers. 


PARIS. Aug. 13.—Far from being pun- 
ished. the members of the crew of the ill- 
fated transatlantic liner La Bourgogne are 
about to be decorated, some with the cross 
of the Legion of Honor, others with life- 
saving medals, by President Faure, for the 
allezed heroism which they are asserted to 
have shown at the time of the disaster. 
This is the result of the inquiry instituted 


by the naval authorities at Havre into the 
matter. and the Minister of Marine, M. 
Lov kroy, son-in-law of France's reat 
author, Victor Hugo, has submitte to 
President Faure the names of the members 
of the crew who are to receive decorations. 

According to the official report the 
charges of cowardice and savagery brought 
against the officers and the crew of the un- 
fortunate vessel are “‘shameful calumnies,” 
and the hope is expressed that the honors 
about to be conferred upon them by ane | 
French Government will in some way atone 
for the injustice of the slanders of which 
they have been the victims. 

The official report admits that there was 
a good deal of brutality and savagery dis- 
played but it insists that the crew and 
the officers of the vessel were entifely in- 
nocent thereof, and that it must be laid at 
the door of certain of the steerage pas- 
sengers. Six of these steerage passengers, 
whose names are Puetti, Giovanni, Buralli, 
Bonich,. Malchowltz, Lans and Richman, 
have been liberated as the result of the 
investigation, which has cleared them of 
the charges brought against them 

The report, which is the joint work of the 
naval and criminal authorities, practically 
declares that the only man guilty of the 
savagery and brutality “wrongly ascribed 
to the crew'’ was an Austrian steerage pas- 
senger of the name of Louis Possett, who,

New Nominee for the Supreme Court 
May Step at Once Into 
IRS Position. 


Judge Leroy B. Valliant, who has been 
nominated for the short term on the Su- 
pseme Bench, will probably become a mem- 
ber of that court before his election. This 
will come about through the resignation oi 
Judge Willlam M. Willlams, which is ex. 
pected to occur sometime between now and 
the October term of the court. 

The reasons for Judge Williams’ resigna- 
tion grow out of the peculiar condition 
which exists on the Supreme Bench. Judge 
Willlams is now serving out the term of 
Judge Barclay, which expires Jan. 1. Judge 
Ww. C. Marshall is serving out the term of 
the late Judge Macfarlane, which expires 


four years hence, 

Judge Williams will resign now, rather 
than wait until his term expires, because 
he thinks it only fair to hia successor that 
he should have an opportunity of hearing 
the cases that will be argued in the Octo- 
ber term. 

If Judge Valliant is appointed in his place 
he will hear these cases, and, being elected 
in November, will continue to sit on the 
bench tn completion of Jud Macfarilane’s 
term of four years, and will have a chance 
to decide them. 

Judge Marshall, who is now filling the 
vacancy which Judge Valliant will com- 
mence to fill Jan. 1. if he is appointed, will 
at that time begin his own term of 10 years, 
Judge Valliant having completed the term 
of Judge Barclay. ; 

There is little room for doubt that Gov. 
Stephens will appoint Judge Valliant when 
Judge Williams resigns. To appoint any 
one else would leave the same difficulty 
that Judge Williams is attempting to avoid 
by resigning. 

Judge Williams has wanted to resign be- 
fore, but withheld action until after the 
State Convention in order that the nominee 
for the short term might be avalilable as 
his successor. He left a lucrative law 
practice at Boonville when he went on 
the bench after Judge Barclay’s resigna- 
tion, end has been anxious to return to it 
ever since. In fact it is understood that 
his acceptance was entirely the result of 
his personal friendship for Gov. Stephens.
